vide the means therefor, so there are 
uow 131 vacancies In the list of naval 
officers, when vaca-ncias can be least 
afforded. 
Therefore It is recommended 


that for the next 10 years appointments 
to the naval academy be doubled. 


It is declared that it is now impossible 


to man the vessels of our navy already 
constructed with the present force, not 
to mention thosa building or authorized. 
Congress is urg^ed to make any increase 
in personnel immediately available. 


The training system now practiced in 


the navy is commended, and it is declared 
that by no other means could the navs 
secure the sailors necessary to man the 
fleet. 
Since the close of the Spanish 


war the department has found that the 
resources heretofore depended upon to 
furnish seamen for the navy are no 
longer adequate. 
Only 237 seamen have 


enlisted for the first enaistment In the 
past jear, so th* department has been 
oblig-ed to rely upon and develop the 
training squadron for landsmen, and 
ROW has about 1000 men under instruction 
•who, on the averag-e, require about six 
months' training. 


One chapter deals at some length with 


the history of the Asistte station dur- 
ing the year. In connection with a ref- 
erence to the grounding of the Oregon, 
Admiral Crowinshield makes the point 
that the government should construct 
Or acquire on th^ Asiatic station a docl; 
Of its own for tha largest vessels.

The error of Mr. V.'illiam Ziegler to 


finance an expedition to tho north pole, 
no matter what it may cost, Is typical 
of tho new spirit o( the tiicts, writes 
Professor Garrett F. Servlsa In. tha 
Nuw York Journal. It In a ripple of tho 
coming twentieth century, whl'-h, be- 
fore it is ton years advanced, will bc- 
gia to .sweep tbe world onward with 
the swiftness of a flood. 


Similar intimations that humanity Is 


about to attack its great problems in a 
bolder moot] and with a broader and 
Sinner f,'rasp are seen on e'J sides. The 
Rf.'ulo of human affairs is enlarging. 
Every mind is widening its scope. Men 
who have made great successes in busi- 
ness are beginning to see that business 
Is not everything, that mankind has 
deeper interests thnn those which per- 
tain to money setting, that knowledge, 
acquired simply for Its own sake, be- 
comes the hlghebt expression, of hu- 
man power. 


And PO, In place of the sneers Rt the 


Impractical nature of the search for 
the poles and the protests aga'nst the 
useless risk of hit and health involved, 
which were common oaly a few yea.fd 
ago, we now see half a dozen nations 
entering upon an eager race to oe first 
at the ends of the earth's axis and 
private enterprise supporting the ad- 
ventures with millions. 


This is just what the spirit of dis- 


covery has been waiting for. 
It has 


required the whole of the nineteenth 
century to bring capital to the support 
of science, not so called practical sci- 
ence, which directly benefits man by 
giving him machinery and artificial 
light and a hundredfold increase of 
mechanical energy—that has always 
been liberally backed by capital—but 
pure science, science that has no ul- 
terior aim or object, but is sufficient in 
Itself. At last this most desirable con- 
dition of things is in existence, and 
the effect will be electric. 


Think of the pitiful means that the 


heroic men who have pushed the fron- 
tiers of geography within four degrees 
of the north pole have had at their 
command an<3 then imagine what they 
can do with virtually unlimited re- 
sources. It Is as certain as the laws of 
human nature can make it that Mr. 
Zlegler's Is only a first jump over the 
fence. 
He will have plenty of follow- 


ers, because he will be successful. 
Everybody familiar with the history 
of arctic exploration knows that to 
reach the pole It Is only necessary to 
concentrate sufficient means upon tbe 
undertaking. A fraction of the sum 
expended by England In wiping the 
little Boer republic off the map of the 
world would drive an American crew 
through to the pole with an impetus 
that nothing could arrest. The man 
who first stands on the apes of the 
northern hemisphere and sees the stare 
turn In parallel circles around him will 
be commemorated with letters of gold 
thousands of years after the name of 
Lord Roberts has disappeared in the 
muck of history. 


And not only will the north pole be 


found, now that capital has joined 
hands with science with no reservation 
as to utilitarian results, but the south 
pole will also be reachtd and man will 
be able to look his Creator in tbe face, 
saying, "Tjpon thy footstool I have not 
debased my sou!," 


There are many other directions in 


which this new spirit will soon mani- 
fest itself. 
One of them leads to the 


science of astrouoruy. 
The closing 


years of the nineteenth century have 
placed half a dozen great telescopes in 
the hands cf tbe astronomers principal- 
ly through private f*jCowmfej-i, but a 
larger step need? to be ruaut:. 
Let 


some one—Mr. .•5.ji1vew Carneg.j could 
do it if he would -say, as Mr. Ziegler 
Las cone: "I don't care w'oct it costs. 
Go aher.d. Make a telescope in com- 
parison with which the greatest now in 
existence will be a child's playUaing," 
and it would be done. The mar. who 
iisserts tta.t we are rt the ond of our 
rope in the matter of great telescopes 
Is not worth listening to. it is nioie 
tlian likely that new lines will have to 
be followed aud old models aiv1 meth- 
ods abandoned. Piobably a fundamen- 
tal discovery discloi.ng p< ir-ciples in 
optics no more dreamed of today than 
the X ray was ten years ago will ha%e 
to be made. Bur what of that? Let 
the first liiillicns puy the oypense of 
preliminary experiments, and when the 
crucial discovery is made there will be 
no lack of capita! to develop it. Csn 
enybcciy say that this would bo waste 
of money when reraembennc the tcus 
and hundreds of millions that have 
been lavished on obsolete ships and 
useless cannon? A titbe of the money 
that the great nations annually waste 
In military and naval eipenmerts 
Would have made the great Paris tele- 
ecope a success and have duplicated it 
ten times over.

It Is the hope and dfiin? of all par- 


ents that t^'lr children shall make 
Borne Bort of a mark in the world when 
tliey grov,- up. They do not in the ma- 
jority of ORIPP expfd that their off- 
spring will become f?.mous and make 
names that will lire for r.ges, but they 
chvrisb the thought that they will be 
successful men and women In some 
profession or business. That is the 
keynote, that success shall be their 
portion. 


Yet it is a fact that most parents 


neglect or pay very little attentios to 
one pnrt of the child's education which 
is of the hfghest importance. They do 
Cot train the perceptive faculties. 


Power of ohs»rr,".t!on will help you 


more than anything else in your strag- 
gle for existence, and yet there are 
comparatively few pponle who 
are 


keen observers. One small fact will 
prove this latter statement. The man 
•who observes everything, he who sees 
everything he looks at. is singled out 
either as an inquisitive person or a 
clever one, and this shows that he Is 
tu except ioa. 


It is easy to give instances of tbig 


lack of perception even m the ordinary 
things of life. Some years ago an art- 
ist engaged in a London firm of print- 
ers had to d?aw ail advertisement in 
which the central figure was a cock in 
the act of crowing. Nothing seemed 
easier, but when he set to work the 
artist found bimself confronted by a 
difficulty—does 
the 
cock 
show its 


tongue prominently when it crows? 
Every one of the hundred men employ- 
ed by the firm had seen a cock crow 
•cores of timee, yet not one of them 
could answer the question. The artist 
had to go to a friend who kept fowla 
and pbn.se the poor rooster round and 
round the yard until it crowed. 


A schoolmaster, wishing to test the 


perception of his boys, asked them how 
many times they had seen a cow or 
pictures of that animal aud fonnd, as 
be had expected, that all the boys had 
Been tlie creature more times than they 
could remember. Then he offered to 
give small prizes to the boys who could 
correctly answer this question, "Are a 
eow's ears above, below. In front of or 
behind its horns?" 
Only two boys 


gained prizes, and theirs was guess- 
work. 


Now sit down and test yourself in 


gome guch simple manner. You have 
Ell seen a horse "down." Can yon de- 
scribe how it riaei? Does it get up on 
Its fore feet first and then on its hind 
feet or does it kneel first then get on 
Its hind feet and finally on Its fore 
feet? 


However, you need not confine your- 


self to the animal kingdom in testing 
your perceptive faculties. Many sub- 
jects will suggest themselves to yon on 
reflection. 


As an excuse for this want of obser- 


vation it is often urged that "a man 
ean't know everything," but the excuse 
Is a bad one. There is a great differ- 
ence between knowing little or nothing 
and knowing everything. 
When the 


faculty has been trained, it requires no 
more effort to note the points of the 
object looked at than it does to glance 
at that same object and come away 
none the wiser. 


The chances of, success In life are on 


the side of the man who knows cer- 
tain things because he has learned 
about them by using his senses Instead 
of having to go to a book for all that 
be wishes to know. Books are indis- 
pensable, RB there are so many things 
•vrhlcb cannot come within the range of 
our observation: but, wherever possi- 
ble, we should use our senses to ac- 
quire knowledge at first hand.

Include the following observations: 


"Tlio laniiou.'ers proved extremely 


Interesting ami irsrructive. From sev- 
eral points of view the extensive use 
of autocars ivas a striking innovation, 
and the results alt tuned bare fully jus- 
tified the cLiini of their practical utility 
In European warfare. They did excel- 
lent work, cnabhag tbo generals and 
their messengers to cover groat dis- 
tances in a few hours. 


"Auto traction cars also facilitate the 


task of <bi> oominissanut department 
greatly, eacli drawing six or seven cars 
heavily laden with provisions. 
They 


have undoubtedly come to stay. I ex- 
amined this question of automobiles 
from the Anirricin stanupv>iut. While 
fully appreciating the enormous service 
tiii-y reticle1- to t!>e armies of Europe, 
v here the highiva- s are level and well 
built and the distances comparatively 
small, ! do not believe they would be 
of sufficient value on the lough Ameri- 
can roads and over enormous tracts of 
country to justify the heavy expense of 
their maintenance in the American ar- 
my. 
Our needs differ considerably 


from those of the European countries. 
The latter must always prepare for 
possible war on their own soil, where 
conditions favor the use of autocars, 
•while the possibility of hostilities with- 
in the United States is remote. 


"Another feature of the maneuvers 


which much impressed me was the 
new artillery. The latest French can- 
non is undoubtedly the most effective 
weapon in tbe world and involves a 
new method of working which is a vast 
Improvement on the old style. 
The 


French artillerymen know their busi- 
ness, too, and their prompt and effec- 
tive maneuvering, combined with rapid 
serving of the Runs, is admirable. 


"As to the cavalry, their methods are 


different from ours. American cavalry 
act chiefly as the eyes and ears of the 
main body and as mounted infantry. 
We consider that the days when mass- 
es of cavalry could be advantageously 
thrown against infantry are past. But 
here cavalry charges are still regarded 
as feasible. Another great war •will de- 
cide whether the latter idea Is justi-1 
fled."

PROTECTING THE BIRDS. 


Tbe Government !• Strictly Hlnf«*e- 


lug the Lacy Law. 


There will bu fewer birds worn upon 


the huts of ladies during the coming 
season than ever before, and milliners 
throughout the country will bo depriv- 
ed of them In milking up the winter 
styles for bats 
This !s a direct result 


of the enforcement of the Lucy law, 
•which was passed during the closing 
hours of tho last session of congress, 
gayw tho Washington correspondent of 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat

act became effective Oct. 1, and the 
agents of the government have been 
quietly at work, assiMi'd by tbe gnmo 
wardens of the different states, collect- 
ins evidence and getting ready for a 
crusade against the violators of tv ) 
law.

the government and confiscated, at 
great loss to the milliner handling 
tucni. 


It Is explained by the congressmen 


who we-re instrumental in having the 
Lacy law passed that it was designtu 
solely for the protection of certain 
birds of beautiful 
plumage which 


would shortly become extinct unless 
something of the kind was rigidly en- 
forced. No bird is more beautiful thaf 
the gull. None Is more largely used fo.: 
decorative purposes and by milliners. 
The statistics in possession of tbe gov- 
ernment indicate in a startling way the 
extent of the traffic in these birds. 
During the last year more than 2,000,- 
000 of them were actually used to 
adorn hats aiid bonnets. Naturalists 
who are learned in such things say that 
this could not mean the death of any- 
thing short of 4,000,000 of the birds. 
They are procured at their breeding 
grounds in large numbers. The slaugh- 
ter of the adult birds results in the loss 
of their eggs or if their young are small 
their death. 


Game wardens in the different states 


where the gulls breed have stationed 
deputies at the grounds and have suc- 
ceeded in preventing some of 
the 


slaughter, but the application of the 
terms of tbe Lacy law will be much 
more effective, it is thought The terms 
of the act are so sweeping that many 
good attorneys have held that if the 
government officials choose to do so 
they can cause the arrest of any woman 
who appears upon the street with a 
stuffed bird from the interdicted class- 
es on her hat or bonnet or even if she 
shall be known to possess such bird. It 
is hardly probable, however, that such 
strong measures will be taken.

American electrical engineers, ac- 


cording to a special London cable to 
tbe Chicago News, have been asked to 
bid on an extensive electric power 
plant for Mysore, India, tbe famous 
gold mining district. 


About 100 miles from the gold mines 


is the famous cataract formed by the 
south branch of the river Cauvery. The 
height from which the water descends 
is about 200 feet, and In the rainy sea- 
son an unbroken sheet of water three 
quarters of a mile broad falls over tbe 
precipice. In the center is a deep re- 
cess shaped like a horseshoe, dowr. 
which the main stream plunges. Below 
this is another fall of 30 feet. The riv 
er rushes afterward through narrow 
gorges. 


Part of this immense water powei 


whi^h has been going to waste fo- 
years, is now to be utilized. The cur- 
rent generated here will be conveyed 
with little loss to the gold mines. It is 
thought that American electrical engi- 
neers who have had considerable expe- 
rience in tlrs kind of work should bo 
able to capture the contract. The My- 
sore (rovernment will defray the cost of 
Installation.

Tho designation of the day for hold- 


Ing the presidential election Is left to 
congress. The first act passed by it re- 
lating to that subject was in 1792. It 
provided that 
presidential electors 


should be appointed "within 34 days 
before the first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber." This left each state free to select 
a day to suit itself within those limits. 
Pennsylvania chose electors on the last 
Friday in October. Other states elect- 
ed theirs on different days between tho 
beginning and middle of November. 


When Harrison, was elected in 1840, 


the Democrats asserted that his suc- 
cess was due partly to fraudulent vot- 
ing, which was made- possible by the 
lack of a de'nite election day. It was 
alleged that Kentucky and Ohio Whig;; 
bad voted in botb states, the election 
being held on different days. So in 
1S45 the Democrats passed- the law 
now on the statute books making the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday 
election day. 


At that time but five of. tbe 26 states 


had their elections in November. 
I'1 


Michigan and Mississippi voting was 
carried on through two days—the nrr~ 
Monday and the following Tuesday. 
New York had three election days—the 
first Monday, Tuesday and Vi'edno-- 
day—but uad finally confined voting (•• 
the middle day, or the first Tuesday 
after the fir?t Monday. Massachusetts 
chose state officers on the second Mon 
day in November and Delaware on the 
Bccond Tue: 'ay. So congress selected 
the first Tn sday after the iirst Mo.i 
day to consult the convenience of thn't 
states out of five, one of the three be 
Ing the impt'-tant state of New York.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Transfusion of blood is r procedure 


that must hRTe been employed by phy- 
sicians !n very early times. Oyid tells 
of Mcdoa brinciiis: hack youth to the 
aged by the injection into thMr veins 
of the blood of younp men, and doubt- 
less the same means was employed by- 
physicians for less fantastic objects. 
The injection of the blood of one per- 
son into the veins of another was until 
recency done to save life after severe 
hemorrhage and in various forms of 
blood poisoning. Sometimes a direct 
communication was made between tho 
reins of the donor and of the recipient 
by moans of a tube. At other times the 
healthy subject was b'.ed into a bowl 
and the blond was beaten to remove 
the fibrin before It was passed into the 
blood vessels 01 the patient. 


The procedure is a dangerous one, 


however, although many lives have 
been saved by it, and it has now beea 
almost entirely abandoned, a much 
safer plan being used. 


It is found that the blood when de- 


fibrinated is no longer a living fluid, 
and the corpuscles it conlains serve no 
useful purpose whon iujectcd, but rath- 
er act ns foroirjn matter which must be 
got rid of. Accordingly physicians now 
use distilled water In which a definite 
proportion of common salt and other 
chlorides have been dissolved. This so- 
lution is warmed and is injected slow- 
ly into a vein at the bend of the elbow, 
about a quart bcini used. 


Often it is not even necessary to pour 


the tluid Into .1 ve.n, l.nt simply to in- 
ject it through one or more hollow 
noerll"s into the ti'-'ut-K beneath the 
ekin of the abdomen or the thigh. 


This is done m.l only to supply nn 


equivalent for fluid lost in hemorrhage 
or cholera, bui nl'O in certain diseases 
in which hliid poi^onins; exists. In 
this hitter c,'is« n lrtr£e amount of fluid 
in Injected slowly, and being triken up 
by the blood 
IK almnnt immediately 


f-xcretod through the kidneys, carrying 
•with it much of the noison which the 
blood was unable to n<l itseif of un- 
aidr-:!.

Detroit Men Plan Blsf Mexican Enter- 


prise on Modern Linen, 


An interesting experiment in con- 


ducting a western ranch will be made 
this winter, says a Detroit dispatch to 
the Chicago Record. It will be tried in 
Lower California and Mexico by Michi- 
gan people. Many of the old ranching 
methods will be done away with, and 
in their place strictly novel and up to 
date ideas will be put in operation. 
The ranch is controlled by J. Dudley 
Morton of I'ontiac and his uncle, T. 
Morris Flower, who has beeu ranch!: *; 
in Lower California for several years. 
Mr. Flower is a nephew of tho lata 
Roswell P. Flower of New York and 
Mr. Norton a grandnopht'w. 


The two ranchmen have secured con- 


trol of 10,000 acres of land just across 
the border froji the state of California. 
The properly is 75 tivles from San Die- 
go nnd 30 miles from Ensenada, Mexl- 
co, the nearest town. It is situr.tyd in 
a valley almost surrounded by moun- 
tains, is fertile nnd well watered. 
Large quantities of grain will be rais- 
ed, 8,000 acres already bavins been 
sowed, but the main industry will be 
Btock raising. In addition to this the 
ranch will possess one of the largest 
poultry runs west of the Mississippi 
river. 
The most modern incubating 


plant will be installed for this portion 
of the enterprise. 


The rsneh will be supplied with all 


the conveniences posmiblc. 
A unique 


featnre of it will lie the placing- of sev- 
eral sparculijinta on the mountains 
overlooking the ranch, thus replacing 
the old system of night riding to pre- 
vent thieving. Thf> tender of each light 
will be armed with a Ion?: range rifle 
and will also be provided with a signal 
code bj- which ho cnn flash information 
to the other light tenders and a~ny one 
who may be out among the cattle. 
Each light lender will also have at 
hand a telephone connected with th? 
main ranch, the'pushing of the button 
ringing an nlarm bell. All parts of the 
ranch will be provided with telephone 
etations, nnd an electric li^ht. plant will 
be installed at th? ranch, all of the 
buildings being illuminated with elec 
tricity.

It was argued that 
the t'ible d'hote had been entirely 
abandoned by all of the western roads 
and that there Mras no gx>o<l reason 
whv tho enstpm systems should cling 
to the arbitrary charge. 
Acting on 


this complaint the general passenger 
ugont of the Pennsylvania Hues west 
of Pittsbunj resolved to ascertain, so 
far as possible, the public feeling on 
the two dining car systems. 


For the past two months every 


dining car patron of the Pennsylvania 
lines has been handed a card on which 


requested to signify his prefer- 


once for a la carte or table d'hote. Two 
months was thought to be a fair period 
In which to get the public feeling on 
the question, and officers of the com- 
pany now make known the result of 
the unique balloting. It shows the 
friends of the table d'hote outnumber 
those of a la carte nearly two to one. 
Officers of other roads refrained from 
getting a similar feeling, agreeing to 
abide by the Pennsylvania ballot. Tho 
result of the ballot will be accepted by 
the eastern lines as conclusive evi- 
dence that the great majority of their 
patrons prefer table d'hote. 


The roads that have been serving 


table d'hote are the Pennsylvania, 
Lake Shore, Michigan Central, New 
Tork Central, Boston and Albany and 
the auxiliary lines of the Vanderbilt 
and Pennsylvania systems. These will 
now make no change. It Is not prob- 
able, however, that other eastern roads 
that have been using a la carte will 
make any change. These are the Erie, 
Baltimore and Ohio, Wabash, Grand 
Trunk, Lackawanna and Big Four. 


West of Chicago the dining car senti- 


ment is decidedly in favor of a la 
carte and these lines will not be af- 
fected by the decisions of the eastern 
roads. Railroad men say it makes 
little difference to the transportation 
companies which system Is used, as it 
Is alleged that on very few runs do 
dining cars pay their operating ex- 
penses. They are run more as an ac- 
commodation than for fcny other rea- 
son.
